1. Gates Lloyd and I discussed with Dr. Tietjen certain criticisms which 
were voiced at a meeting of DD/P Administrative Officers, Specifically, they al- 
leged that they were not getting proper notification when personnel were turned 
down for overseas duty, that there was a backlog of seme 200 clerical employees 
who could not be entered on duty until certain forms were typed up and that they 
did not fully understand the Psychiatric Program. Dr. Tietj en has arranged to 
clear the backlog by Monday, lU February, A check on the method of notification 
does not explain the unhappiness. This will have to be pursued further. I will 
also arrange to have Dr. Tietjen meet with this group at an early date to dis- 
cuss medical services in general. 


2. Met with Matt Baird, Harry Reynolds, and^^^^^^^^Hto discuss the 25X1A9a 
Fitness Report. The studies which Harry has made to date do not indicate wide- 
spread dissatisfaction and it was urged that we not make any change in the pre- 
sent Form until it could be studied further. This seemed desirable and I agreed. 
However, I did ask that a progress report be submitted to the Career Council and, 
in addition, asked that the Office of Personnel draft a Notice immediately cor- 
recting certain obvious mistakes in the Form. 

3. Jim Garrison, and 1 met with Pete Strobel, Commissioner, 

Public Buildings Service, and others concerning the reaction of Chairman Barthol- 
omew and Director Nolen of the National Capital Planning Commission to the possi- 
bility of our building at Langley, Virginia. Pete still thought that this was 
the best idea and we agreed to make a joint presentation to the National Capital 
Planning Commission sometime early in March. Jim Garrison’s people are working 
with the Public Buildings Service to get the presentation ready.
